lalt hay be not to be had, fhould be fprinkled 
with falted water. They will not only eat 
it heartily, but live well upon it. 


“* If horfes have’ not grain through the 
winter, they fhould have it at least in the 
fore part of winter ; for the coming on of 
winter is the moft trying feafon for them. 
If they be fed with Indian corn, it fhould be 
well foaked and {welled. 


Neat cattle fhould not have fo much hay 
laid before them at once, as will quite ferve 
to fill them. The hay they have breathed on 
much, they will not eat up clean, unlefs 
when they. are very hungry. It is beft there-

TO THE SENATE AND HOUSE OF REPRESEN« 
TATIVES OF THE UNITED STATES. 


WHEN we affemble together, fellow-cit- 
izens, to confider the ftate of our beloved 
country, our juftattentions are firft drawn to 
thofe pleafing circumftances which mark the 
goodnefs ot that being from whofe favor 
they flow, and the large meafure of thank. 
fulnefs we owe for his bounty. Another 
year has come around, and finds us ftill 
bleffed with peace and friendfhip abroad, 


tion and harmony among our Indian neigh: 
bors, our burthens lightened ; yet our in- 
come fufficient for the public wants, and 
the ‘Sag of the year great beyond ex- 
ample. Thefe. tellow-citizens, are the cir- 
cumftances under which we meet ; and we 
remark with {pecial fatisfa€tion thofe which, 
under the {miles of providence, refult from 
the fkill, induftry and order ot our citizens, 
maneging their own affairs in their own way, 
and for their own ufe, unembarraffed by too 





much regulation, unopprefled by fifcal exac. 
tions. | 


On the reftoration of peace in Europe that 
portion of the carrying trade, which had 
fallen to our fhare during the war, was a- 
abridged by the returning competition of the 
belligerent-powers. This was to be expeét- 
ed and was juft. But, in addition, we find, 
in fome parts of Europe, monopolizing dif- 
criminations, which, in the form of duties, 
tend effeétually to probibit the carrying thith- 
er our Own produce in our own veffels.— 
From exifting amities and a fpirit of juftice, 
it is hoped that friendly difcuffion will pro- 
duce a fair and adequate reciprocity. But

It is with fatisfaftion I lay betore you an 
aft of the Britifh parliament anticipating this 
fubjeét, fo far as to authorife a mutual aboli- 
tion of the duties and countervailing duties, 
permitted under the treaty of 1794. It fhews 
on their part a f{pirit of juftice and friendly ac- 
commodation, which it is our duty and our 
intereft to cultivate with all nations. Wheth- 
er this would produce a due equality in the 
navigation between the two countries, is a 
fubje& for your confideration. 

Another circumftance which claims atten- 
tion, as dire€tly affecting the fource of our 
navigation, is the defeét or the evafion of the 
law providing for the return of feamen, and 
particularly of thofe belonging to veflels fold 
abroad. Numbers of them, difcharged in 
foreign ports, have been thrown on the 
hands of our Confuls, who, to refcue them 
from the dangers into which their diftreff- 
es might plunge them, and fa¥e them to their 
country, have found it neceffary, in fome 
cafes, to return them at the public charge. 


The ceflion of the Spanilh province of 
Louifiana to France, which took place in 
the courfe of the late war, will, if carried 
into effe&t, make a change in the afpeét of 
our foreign relations, which will doubtlefs 
have juft weight in any deliberations of the 
legiflature conneéted with that fubjeét. 


There was reafon, not long fince, to appre- 
hend that the warfare in which we were en- 
gaged with Tripoli, might be taken up by 
fome other of the Barbary powers. A re- 
intorcement, therefore, was immediately or- 
dered to the veffels already there. Subfe- 
quent information however has removed thefe 
apprehenfions for the prefent. To fecure 
our commerce in that fea, with the f{malleit 
force competent, we have {uppofed it beft 
to watch ftri€tly the harbour of Tripoli.— 

* Still; however, the fhallownefs ef their coaft, 
and the want of fmaller veffels on our part, 
has permitted fome cruifers to efcape unob- 
ferved ; and to one of thefe an American 
veffel fell a prey. The captain, one Amer- 
ican feaman, and two others of colour, re- 
main prifoners with them ; unlefs exchang- 
ed under an agreement formeriy made with 
the Bafhaw, to whom, on the faith of that, 
fome of his captive fubjeéts had been refto- 
red. 

The ConvENTION with the State of Geor- 
gia has been ratified by their legiflature, and 
a repurchafe from the Creeks has been con- 
fequently made, of a part of the Tallaffcee 
country. In this purchafe has been alfo com- 
prehended a part of the lands within the fork 
of Oconee and Oakmulgee rivers. The 
rparticulars of the contraé will be laid before 
Congrefs fo {oon as they fhall be in a ftate for 
communication. 


aes 
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In order to remove ag hes ground of differ- 
ence poflible with our Indian neighbours, I 
have proceeded in the work of fettling with 
them, and marking the boundaries between 
us. That with the Cho€taw nation is fixed 
in one part, and will be through the whole 
in a fhort time. The country to which their 
title had been extinguifhed before the revo- 
lution is fufficient to receive a very ref{petta- 
ble population, which Congrefs will proba- 
bly fee the expediency of encouraging, fo 
foon as the limits fhall be declared. We are 
to view this pofition as an Outpolt of the U- 
nited States, furrounded by ftrong neigh- 
bours, and diftant from its fupport. And 
how far that monopoly, which prevents pop- 
ulation, fhould here be guarded againit, and 
a€tual habitation made a condition of the 
continuance of title, will be for your con- 
fideration. A prompt fettlement too of all 
exifting rights and claims within this territory, 
prefents itfelf as a preliminary operation. 


In that part of the Indian territory which 
includes Vincennes, the lines fettled with 
the neighbouring tribes fix the extinétion of 
their title at a breadth of twenty-four leagues 
from Eaftto Weft, and about the fame length 
parallel with and including the Wabafh.— 
They have alfo ceded a tra€&t of four miles 
fquare, including the Salt-Springs near the 
mouth of that river. 


In the department of finance it is with 
pleafure I inform you that the receipts of 
external duties, for the left twelve months, 
have exceeded thofe of any former year, and 
that the ratio of increafe has been alfo greater 
than ufwal. This has enabled us to anfwer 
all the exigencies of government, to pay from 
the Trealury, within one year, upwards of 
eight millions of dollars—principal and in- 
tereft, of the public debt, exclufive of up. 
wards of one million paid by the fale of bank 
ftock, and making in the whole a reduétion 
of nearly five millions and a halt of princi- 
pal, and to have now in the treafury four 
millions and an half of dollars, which are in 
a courfe of application to the further dif- 
charge of debt, and current demands. Ev- 

erience too, fo far, authorizes us to believe, 
if no extraordinary event fupervenes, and 
the expences which will be a€tually incurred 
fhall not be greater than were contemplated 
by Congrefs at their lait feffion, that we fhall 
not be difappointed in the expe€tatiens then 
formed, But neverthelefs, as the effe& ot 
peace on the amount of duties is not yet fully 
afcertained, it isthe more neceflary to praétife 
every ufeful economy, and to incur no ex- 
pence, which may be avoided without prej- 
udice. 


The colleétion of the internal taxes having , 
been compleated in fome of the ftates, the | 
officers employed in it are of courfe out of | 
commiflion. In others they will be fo fhortly. 1 
But ina few, where the arrangements for the | 
direét tax had been retarded, it will fill be | 








fome time before the fyftem is clofed. It has | 







not yet been thought neceflary to employ the 
agent authorifed by an aét of the laft fcffion, 
tor tranfa€ting bufinefs in Europe relative to 
debts and loans. Nor have we uled the 
power, confided by the fame aft, of prolong- 
ing the foreign debt by reloans, sale of re- 
deeming inftead thereof, an equal fum of the 
Domeltic Debt. Should however the dif. 
ficulties of remittance on fo large a feale, 
render it neceflary at any time, the power 
fhall be executed, and the money thus un- 
employed abroad fhall, in conformity with 
that law, be faithtuliy applied here in an 
equivalent extin&tion of Domeftic Debt. 
When effeéts fo fulutary refult from the plans 
you have already fanétioned, when ne by 
avoiding falle objeéts of expence, we are able, 
without a direé&t tax, without internal taxes, 
and without borrowing, to make large and ef- 
fe€tual payments towards the difcharge of 
our public debt, and the emancipation of our 
pofterity from that iijprtal canker, it isan en- 
couragement, fellow citizens, of the higheft 
order, to proceed as we have begun in fub- 
ftituting economy for taxation, and in pur- 
fuing what is ufetul for a nation placed as we 
are, rather than what is praétifed by others 
under different circumflances. And when- 
foever we are deftined to meet events which 
thall call forth all the energies of our coun- 
t:ymen, we have the firmeft reliance on thofe 
energies, and the comfort of leaving for calls 
like thefe, the extraordinary refources of 
loans and internal taxes. In the mean time, 
by payments of the principal of our debt, we 
are liberating, annually, portions of the ex- 
ternal taxes, and forming frdm them a grow- 
ing fund, ftill further to leffen the neg tity

Confidering that our regular troops are em- 
ployed for local purpofes, and that the militia 
is our general] reliance tor great and fudden 
emergencies, you will doubtlefs think this 
inftitut on worthy of a review, and give it 
thofe improvements of which you find it fuf. 
ceptible, 


Eftimates for the naval department, pre- 
pared by the Secretary of the Navy for ano- 
ther year, will in like manner be communi- 
cated with the general eftimates. A fmalf 
force in the Mediterrarean will ftill be ne- 
ceffary to reftrain the Tripoline cruifers ; 
and the uncestain tenure of peace with fome 
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; other of the Barbary powers, may eventually 
| require that force to be augmented. The 
neceflity of procuring fome {maller vetlels for 
that fervice, will raifethe eftimate: but the 
difference in their maintenance will foon 
make it a meafure of economy. 


, 


Prefuming it will be deemed expedient to 
expend annually a convenient fum towards 
providing the naval defence which our fitua- 
aion may require, I cannot but recommend 
that the firft appropriations for that purpofe, 

: may goto the faving what we already poffefs. 
No cares, no attentions, can preferve veffels 
{rom rapid decay, which lie in water, and ex- 
pofed to the fun. Thele decays require 
eat and. conf{lant repairs, and will confume, 
if continued, a great portion of the monies 
deftined to naval purpofes. To avoid this 
walte of our refources, it is propofed to add 
ty our mavy-yard here a Dock within which 
eur prefent vellels may be laid up dry, and 
under cover tromthe jan. Under thefe cir- 
cumflances experien roves that works of 
wood will remain {carcely at all affefled by 
time. The great abundance of running wa- 
ter which this fituation poffefles, at heights 
far above the level of the tide, if employed as 
is prattifed tor lock navigation, furnithes the 
means forraifing and laying up our veffels, 
on adry and theltered bed. And fhould the 
meature be found ufeful here, fimilar depof- 
itories for laying up, as well as for building 
and repairing veffels, may hereafter be un 
dertaken in other Navy-yards, offering the 
fame means. ‘The plans and eftimates of the 
work, prepared by a perfon of {kill and expe- 
tience, will be prefented to you, without de- 
lay,,and from hefe it will be feen that {carce- 
ly more than has beech the coft of one veffel is 
neceflary to fave the whole, and that the an- 
nual fum to be employed towards its com- 
pletion may be adapted to the views of the 
legiflature as to e expenditure.
